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SUBJECT: PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS WORKING GROUP, MAY 2 

1 . PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS WORKING GROUP MET MAY 2 

AND DISCUSSED ARTICLES 5, 6, 7 AND 8. AGREEMENT WAS 

NOT REPEAT NOT REACHED ON ANY OF THE ARTICLES BUT AN 

EFFORT WAS MADE WITH CERTAIN COOPERATION BY USSR DELEGATION 

TO CONSOLIDATE THE VARIOUS OPTIONS IN EACH ARTICLE. AS 

A RESULT, SOMEWHAT AWKWARD AND HEAVILY BRACKETED WORKING DRAFT 

TEXTS WERE PRODUCED. THE USSR DELEGATION APPEARS, HOWEVER, 

TO HAVE SOME FLEXIBILITY IN APPROACHING THE ARTICLES. FROM 
OUR POINT OF VIEW THE NIGERIAN, PAKISTAN, ARGENTINIAN, 

CANADIAN, JAPANESE AND, OF COURSE, UK DELEGATIONS WERE HELPFUL. 

THE DELEGATIONS OF CZECHOSLOVAKIA, INDIA AND BRAZIL, SEEMED 
TO FOLLOW THE SOVIET PROPOSALS. THE LATTER DISAPPOINTEDLY SO 
INASMUCH AS BRAZIL ALSO SERVES AS ACTING CHAIRMAN, AND AT 
LEAST ON ONE OCCASION SEEMED TO BE FOLLOWING AN UNHELPFUL 
SUGGESTION OF THE WG'S SECRETARY WHO IS A SOVIET NATIONAL. 

WORKING DRAFTS ARE AS FOLLOWS: 

ARTICLE 5 - AS IS WITH BRACKETED LANGUAGE UNCHANGED. 

SOV DEL SUGGESTED MAINTAINING BRACKET. BRAZIL SAID 
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SINCE SOV DEL IS NOT PREPARED TO DISCUSS BRACKETED PHRASE 
THEN WG SHOULD PROCEED TO ARTICLE 6. ACTING CHAIRMAN 
(JAPANESE AT MORNING SESSION) THEN PROPOSED THAT ARTICLE 6 
BE DISCUSSED AND WG COULD RETURN LATER TO ARTICLE 5. 

ARTICLE 6 - "UNDER THE AUTHORITY OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL, 

THE SYG BY VIRTUE OF THE POWERS VESTED IN HIM UNDER THE 
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CHARTER, BRACKET SHALL HAVE IMMEDIATE DIRECTION AND CONTROL 
OF PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS AND SHALL BRACKET CONTRIBUTE 
WITH ALL MEANS AT HIS DISPOSAL TO GIVING EFFECT TO RELEVANT 
RESOLUTIONS OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL BRACKET IN THE CONDUCT 
OF PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS BRACKET, BRACKET IN THE DIRECTION 
AND CONTROL OF PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS BRACKET". FIRST 
BRACKETED PHRASE AS PROPOSED BY US ACQUIRED BRACKETS BY 
MANIPULATION OF CHAIR WHO PROPOSED PRECEDING PHRASE AS 
SUBSTITUTE FOR USSR'S PHRASE ON "CHIEF ADMINISTRATIVE 
OFFICER." SINCE USSR DEL SEEMED MORE PERTURBED THAN US 
DEL OVER THIS PROPOSAL. AND GIVEN EARLIER SUPPORT FROM 
CANADA, UK, AND PAKISTAN FOR US PROPOSAL, US DEL DID NOT 
RETURN TO ISSUE OF REMOVING BRACKETS AT THIS TIME. INSTEAD 
INDIA AND BRAZIL THEN SUGGESTED LAST TWO BRACKETED PHRASES 
AND A THOROUGH MESS DEVELOPED. 

ARTICLE 7 - "THE SECURITY COUNCIL BRACKET SHALL OR 
SHOULD RECEIVE AND MAY REQUIRE OR MAY REQUEST BRACKET 
REPORTS FROM AND ISSUE INSTRUCTIONS TO THE SECRETARY 
GENERAL AND RECEIVE RECOMMENDATIONS FROM THE SECRETARY 
GENERAL BRACKET IF HE IS DELEGATED WITH THE CORRESPONDING 
AUTHORITY BRACKET AND ANY SUBSIDIARY BODY WHICH MAY BE 
ESTABLISHED." SOV DEL AGREED TO INCLUDE PHRASE "RECEIVE 
RECOMMENDATIONS FROM THE SECRETARY GENERAL" BUT WANTED TO 
RETAIN "IF HE IS DELEGATED WITH THE CORRESPONDING AUTHORITY" 
DESPITE OBJECTIONS FROM SEVERAL DELEGATIONS, INCLUDING ARGENTINA 
AND PAKISTAN. SOV DEL SAID HE NEEDED TO CONSIDER FURTHER 
THIS ARTICLE AND ASKED IF WG WOULD AGREE TO PROCEED TO 
ARTICLE 8. 
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ARTICLE 8 - "THE COMMAND IN THE FIELD WILL BE EXERCISED 
BY A FORCE COMMANDER BRACKET APPOINTED BY THE SECRETARY 
GENERAL WITH THE CONSENT OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL BRACKET. 
THE COMMANDER WILL BE GIVEN NECESSARY AUTHORITY OVER ALL 
ELEMENTS OF THE OPERATION WITHIN THE TERMS OF THE MANDATE 
AND SPECIFIC DIRECTIVES. BRACKET ON QUESTIONS OF MAJOR 
IMPORTANCE HE WILL BE GUIDED BY A SUBSIDIARY BODY OF THE 
COUNCIL BRACKET. CANADIAN DEL PROPOSED LAST SENTENCE OF 
OPTION 2 "THE COMMANDER WILL BE RESPONSIBLE TO THE SECRETARY 
GENERAL" ALSO BE INCLUDED. SOV DEL SAID THERE WERE MANY 
QUESTIONS THAT REQUIRED FURTHER REVIEW AND ASKED FOR 
ADJOURNMENT UNTIL MAY 3. WG AGREED TO MEET IN AFTERNOON.
